It 
appears that the valu - of real estate 
In regions Infested by them is reduced 
beyond calculation. The development 
of one whole state— New Jersey — has 
been held back by the pest. 

In several states lands eminently 
fitted for grazing and dairying cannot 
be effectively used for such purposes 
because of tho attacks of mosquitoes 
on the cattle, thus reducing tbe yield 
of milk. In the vicinity of New Tork 
and Philadelphia there are large areas 
of land rendered almost uninhabitable 
by swarms of these Insects, and this 
notwithstanding the davances made in 
the destruction of their breeding 
places.

Bryan As A Preacher, 

(LoaiavlUe Herald.) 

Whether one holds like faith with 
William Jennings Bryan or no, there is 
much that is ateirable in the sii^hi of h 
maa ao promineatly associated with 
pabUo affairs and ao actively interested 
in the rough and tambia of political life, 
lurnioff aside for a day to give his strong 
and simple testimony to the virtue of n 
creed ihat he shares wiih millions of his 
humbler and less gifted fellows. 

Too often a certain price of intellect 
and place operates in man of his attain- 
ment to make them silent ooocemin); 
the thinga of religion. They fear they 
may be misunderstood or ridiculed. A 
false modesty conceals iheir belief in 
what they learned from their moiliers. 
and silences the powerful advocacy they 
might lend to the faith they have pri- 
vately oharlahad sinoe ohiidbood. 

(t ia, tharetere, gratiryiiig to hear a 
man who ^as received from hia parly 
and the people on three occasions h 
mat:nilicient tribute of eonfldi'iicu in hl^ 
political opinions esereise the presii!.'>- 
thus achieved in order to spieak a eo' 
word for the church of his fathers and 
the anprama valoeof raligion. 

Thfai country has been happy in hav- 
ing as its leading citizens, men whose 
sympathy was with orpiini/.eil ri llLrion 
President Garfield was un elder and 
preacher in his own denomination. 
Preaidenl Harrison was prominent in 
the councils of hi* church. PMaldent 
McKialey deserved and enjoyed the love 
of his eo-religionista. Kooaavalt and 
Taft have both beea men ofaioeere reli- 
gious sympathy. 

But William Jennings Bryan stands 
out aa the praaeher-stateaman. Few 
■aa have been more frank, aiore earnest 
or aun eloqnaat in dafeoaa of their 
faith than he. 

His worl< on Sunday was heavier than 
the average preacher's share. In the 
early morning he addressed a Sunda> 
school; he followed this with a sermon: 
in the afternoon at the Armory, he paid 
a splendid tribute to the church: at 
night an audience of men greeted him 
Hi the Masonic Tlieiit it, where he reiter- 
ated the claims of religion U|ion man- 
hood, and he finished the day by talking 
to the crowd of down-aod-outa assem- 
bled in the H<9» Beacne M iaaion.

Bryaa,eoatkai^aollariets, fan in hand, 
talking in simple earnestness nf Christ 
to the morley throng jraihered frcnn the 
streets, is a picture that appeals to our 
imagination. It appealed to their hearts, 
for the reporter tells us men wept as 
they had heard a(aut the old, familiar 
gospel story fraai the Ilpa of the great 
orator and statesman. 

Never in his career has Bryan done a 
bigger thing than that. Aa he ;:rows 
older and looks bank upon the events of 
a life oiowded with intareatand marked 
with honor, we venture to any that he 
will recall few nights with greater satis- 
faction than that on wtiich he talked as 
man to men about ihe "Man of tialilee" 
in Brother Bruce's Mission Hall. 

For aoma of u*. who are still simple 
enough In spirit to believe in the thing!' 
we were taught as children.it is a source 
of strength to know that men of liig 
minds and wide experience, men who 
have tasted and tested life in many of 
its phaaes, sliare our faith, and return 
with aaauranca of being aaUafied to the 
old, old story, that thraagh eentniiae of 
telling, reuins its power to touch an<l 
quicken the soul.
